Admiral Reports to Washington. 

In his report to, the authorities at Washington, says The Associated 
Press, Admiral Taylor said: | 

“Chief officer of the Vestris on Anierican Shipper stated that eight 
boats and one make-shift: raft left Vestris.. One boat capsized and some 
of her people picked up on this and other ships, Other boats picked up 
by ships arriving prior to Wyoming. Raft evidently broken up due to 
heavy seas. Boat capsized. about 6 P, M. yesterday and people had been 
afloat since then. Number of dead sighted. Not thought possible any 
living and will discontinue search this evéning and return to Norfolk.” 

It was the last part:of the above message that was countermanded by 
the navy officials at Washington in their reply orders that the Wyoming 
continue its patrols. 

Admiral Taylor also expressed the opinion in his communication that 
it waa not necessary for the navy dirigible Los Angeles to join in the 
search, The Los Angeles had. been ordered yesterday forenoon to get 
ready to leave its hangar at Lakehurst, and assist in scouting work from 
the.air, but last.evening these orders also were rescinded. 

Although the Admiral’s message recommended the abandonment of 
the search because of the rough sea, the high wind and the coming of dark- 
ness, the Navy Department decided that the battleship was more capable 
of conducting rescue efforts in the rough sea than lighter craft. The 
Coast Guard. preyiousiy. had announced, said The Associated Press, that 
it had a fleet of nine vessels either at or near by the scene of the disaster. 

The fleet is composed of the Davis, Shaw, Works, Tucker, Modoc, 
Manning, Christian, Mascoutin and Achusnet. An order was radioed by 
the headquarters to the senior officer of the fleet “to take command of 
all Coast Guard vessels at sea and have forces continue further searching 
for survivors and bodies” until their efforts appear no longer necessary. 

The welter of conflicting reports included one from an undétermired 
source to the North German Lloyd offices here stating that an unnamed 
ship had eighty-four passengers aboard and wished to transfer them to 
the Berlin. This report ——— received little credence.
